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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: On p. 2-3, the Applicant argues that Tepman does 
not teach transferring annular parts that are larger than a wafer into and out of a chamber for replacement. The Applicant also questions the 
validity of combining Hasebe et al, stating that the shutter plate of Hasebe et al is not geometrically similar to the shutter plate of Tepman. 

The Examiner respectfully disagrees. As stated by the Applicant, Tepman teaches transferring an annular part (i.e. shutter plate) into and 
out of the chamber for replacement according to the Abstract. Tepman also states and depicts in fig. 3 the shutter plate [66] and wafer 
being geometrically similar (i.e. circular), ith fig. 3 also depicting said shutter plate [66] being larger than the wafer (indicated by the smaller 
dotted circle). Hasebe et al is combined with Tepman since while Tepman discloses a circular shutter plate, the shutter plate is not opened 
and therefore could not be interpeted as annular (i.e. ring-like) as defined by Merriam-Webster Online Dictionary. Therefore Hasebe et al 
was used to depict in fig. 18 a similar geometric (i.e. circular) shutter plate [286] having ring-like bands, with the smaller wafer [W] indicated 
as underneath said shutter plate [286] and also circular. The shutter plates of Tepman and Hasebe et al are expected to be equivalent 
since both are larger than the wafer and circular. 
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
